Through the curtesy of Mr. Leo 
August of the Washington Stamp 
Exchange of 43 Wiliam Street, 
Newark 2, N. J., we have advance 
pages of the new 1945 “United 
States Specialized Catalog of First 
Day Covers”. 

This catalog holds the same 
place in First Day Cover collect- 
ing as is attributed to the Scott 
Specialized Catalog of U. S. 
stamps for collectors of United 
States Stamps. The edition this 
year is of 48 pages and cover. 

Like postage stamps, prices are 
advancing and in some instances 
the advance has been very large. 
We particularly note the popular 
Famous Americans series which 
show advances in all values with 
the greatest advance in the much 
sought for 10c values. Prices on 
these range from $1.00 for the 
cheapest one to as high as $1.75 
for the scarce Bell stamp. 

In the Flag series we find the 
Chicago Poland and the Wash- 
ington Poland both quoted at 75c.

The smaller illustration is from 
another sheet, the extra sheet be- 
ing printed so faintly, apparently 
after a press washup with but a 











trace of the ink left on the plate, 
giving the appearance of a Ghost 
Printing, while the larger block 
shows a distinct fade away from 
normal color to an almost total 
disappearance of any color whate- 
soever. 

An examination of the complete 
bundle from which these _ sheets 
came, showed traces of defective 
printing on the sheets immediate- 
ly before or after these sheets in 
the same bundle. Material such as 
this should of course have been 
thrown out at the Bureau, but 
doubtless this plant also suffers 
from the help situation at present 
and thus the many defective 
stamps found in the past few 
years is accounted for.

that they will begin to function in 
September. In addition to the ex- 
perts on the committee there will 
be consulting experts throughout 
the world whose opinions will be 
sought on difficult questions. This 
is in line with the policy adopted 
by most other expert organiza- 
tions, including the Royal Phila- 
telic Society of London. It is ex- 
pected that this expertizing ser- 
vice can be made self-supporting 
but sufficient funds have been al- 
located to carry it along until the 
volume of stamps makes this pos- 
sible. 

The announcement that THE 
PHILATELIC FOUNDATION 
would be in a position to act as 
advisor in the disposition of phi- 
latelic estates has aroused some 
discussion on the part of dealers 
who felt that this might infringe 
on their own prerogatives. Such 
is not the intention of THE PHIL- 
ATELIC FOUNDATION, how- 
ever, for they will handle no pro- 
perty of any kind and their ac- 
tivities will be purely in an advi- 
sory capacity. The actual disposi- 
tion of any of the property will be 
left to the usual trade channels, 
At a meeting of the Trustees of 
THE PHILATELIC FOUNDA- 
TION, held at the University 
Club on Monday, May 14, 1945, a 
constitution and by-laws was a- 
dopted which provides for four 
classes of membership as follows: 
Founders—consisting of persons 
who, prior to March 16, 1946, shall 
subscribe $1000 to THE PHILA- 
TELIC FOUNDATION. 

Life Members—composed of 
persons who shall pay $500 to 
THE PHILATELIC FOUNDA- 
TION in a single sum. 

Sustaining Members—consisting 
of those who agree to contribute 
$50 per annum. 

Subscribing Members—consist- 
ing of those who will pay $5 per 
annum. 

All of these fees will be de- 
ductable from income tax. Al- 
ready over $15,000 in cash has 
been contributed, in addition to 
pledges amounting to much more 
than this. This insures a proper 
financing of the Expert Com- 
mittee, and other activities to be 
undertaken as funds become av- 
ailable and experience shows are 
desirable. 

The Collectors Club and THE 
PHILATELIC FOUNDATION 
have entered into a mutually 
helpful arrangement whereby the 
library and facilities of the club 
will be available to THE

Colombian Air Mails 

The air mail stamps of Colom- 
bia hold a unique position in the 
Philatelic world. Prior to World 
War II the air mail service was 
handled by a German firm known 
as the Scadta. After its property 
was taken over by the government 
of Colombia, following the Colom- 
bian declaration of war against 
Germany, a new public service 
organization was created, known 
as the Avianca. Its stock is owned 
jointly by the Colombian Govern- 
ment and Pan American Airways, 
and it operates under virtually the 
same contract as formerly govern- 
ed the German firm. As a result 
Avianca issues and sells the air 
mail stamps of Colombia. 

An arrangement has _ recently 
been entered into between Avian- 
ca and the Pan American union 
under the terms of a special presi- 
dential decree of the government, 
whereby Colombian air mail 
stamps will be available to stamp 
collectors and dealers through the 
Philatelic section of the union. To 
inaugurate this expansion of its 
service an allotment of the current 
issue of Colombian air mails (first 
released in 1941) has been re- 
ceived by the Philatelic section. 
The stamps are now available at 
face value, or as near as conver- 
sion of Colombian currency into 
U.S. will permit. A full set consists 
of 13 values from the 3c. through 
the 5.00p. 

The stamps just received from 
Bogota are from a new stock man- 
ufactured by the American Bank 
Note Company of New York. They 
are as nearly identical with the 
original printing as it has been 
mechanically possible to produce 
them. 

At present the stock list of the 
philatelic section shows more than 
175 different varieties of Latin 
American postage samps available 
at face. No older issues are listed. 
Frequent changes take place in 
the list due to exhaustion of stocks 
and additions of new items. Pat- 
rons are therefore cautioned not to 
order specific stamps before ob- 
taining a current stock list which 
will be sent on request accompan- 
ied by return postage—Address: 
Philatelic section, Pan American 
Union, Washington 6, D. C.

A BOOMING STAMP MARKET 

That there has been an upward trend in the stamp market for 
the past three years is beyond question. Some of this higher price 
market is due to the age old reason of more ready money in the 
pockets of collectors. Other causes are many and varied and affect 
different stamps and different countries in various 
manners. Part of the upward trend in some of the 
issues is just merely the usual run along with the 
pack. kind of advance in price. In all of our years 
of stamp collecting, we have never before seen a 
time when dealers have so blandly asked full ca- 
talogue for many items and collectors pay it with- 
out question. It is natural that some of this ma- 
terial so priced is bound to fall again. The price 
schedule by most dealers is judged by the quick 
selling wanted items. When they boom, the dealer is 
inclined to boost prices on other stamps as well, 
stamps which are enjoying no extra popularity at 
present and which will be the first to drop again 

Geo. W. Linn when the shakedown comes as it will come when 
Money becomes more tight. 

Much of the present market is also an investor market for the 
wise and experienced collector learned in the past that stamps of the 
right kind are a far better investment than any of the gilt edged 
stocks. This investor market is bad for the stamp trade. It is made 
up of those who can well afford to put the stamp away and hold them 
until they can be turned at a profit, and that means counting interest 
on their investment. 

Then there are the boys who put an extra few dollars in a few 
full sheets, Agency stock, and hope to sell at double face in a year or 
two. It is the material from this source that keeps the dealer sup- 
plied for several years after the stamp is sold out, for these are the 
boys who come to the conclusion that the stamps are not advancing 
fast enough and they take them in and cash them for what they can 
get for them, sometimes even less than face. 

There have been many such stamps in past years and then there 
have been some that in recent years have been climbing so fast that 
all the boys are dizzy and they fail to consider the reasons and for 
this lack of thought they may jump in again, and again find that they 
have picked off the wrong item, 

Take the Famous Americans for example. This set of sheets run 
just around an even $100 for the set at the Postoffice. Few could af- 
ford a complete set and that is the reason for the rapid advance in 
this series. That of course coupled with the comparatively short issue. 

Then along come those Flag stamps. We all should be familiar 
with what has happened with this issue and your Editor is one who 
has felt from the start that the entire set would be selling at double 
face at wholesale before a couple years from date of issue. There is 
bound to be a strong market for these abroad which ‘has not been 
satisfied and can not be satisfied until trade is open in the usual man- 
ner. Just how high these will go is anybodys guess, but the top is not 
yet in sight. 

As a result of these advances in the flag stamps, the unthinking 
collector has jumped on the new 5c Conference stamp. Had the issue 
been held to the 25 million originally announced, the boys would be 
in good shape, but the first thing we hear is that it is increased to 40 
million and later to 70 million. With such as issue, any appreciation 
in value is going to be so far off that the dealers can again feel sure 
that there will be plenty of these cashed in by the collector who got 
tired holding them. 

One example of the present market comes to us in a letter from 
a Texas dealer who used a two inch adv. space in our columns to of- 
fer some Korea sheets and pieces. A letter just at hand tells us that he 
had orders for $740.00 worth of the stamps from that single advt. 
within three weeks after it was printed. Surely, this shows the great 
demand for the Flag stamps and especially the Korea which was so 
badly handled at Washington. 

It is things like that that help to make an uncertain market in 
stamps for too many are inclined to look upon all issues with the same 
thought of high and higher prices. We are going to have a break 
down with some of the material within a reasonable time. All of it 
can not continue to advance. Collectors who rush in and pay any high 
price for anything they want are going to find that they have let the 
market get the best of them, in some of the issues. It is the bloom 
stuff:that has jacked up the entire market and this material is certain 
to reach it’s peak someday and thereafter, other material will settle 
back to a sane price. 

Even then, the superb, choice material will hold up well, it is go-

That will change some day and the dealer will have 
his choice of many collections and it will be only those with quality 
material that will be in big demand at top prices,

Flights left both New York and 
Boston at 8:00 AM., with the 
first Boston-New York plane pi- 
loted by Milton H. Anderson and 
Robert Francis, and the first 
northbound flight by S. A. Short 
and P. Green.

The stamps listed by Scott as 
Nos. C8-10 were not issued by the 
Bolivian government but by the 
company which operated the air 
mail service, namely, the Lloyd 
Aereo Boliviano. The Sanabria 
catalogue lists them correctly as 
having been issued by the oper- 
ating company under a contrac- 
tual relationship. The stamps ap- 
propriately bear’ the initials 
“TAB”. 

Before these stamps were issued 
the government paid the Lloyd 
Aereo Boliviano a flat fee for its 
service. But on April 20, 1928 a 
new contract was executed under 
the terms of which the carrier 
was given as compensation the 
full amount of the air mail fees 
paid by the public and these were 
to be represented by special 
stamps. On May 29, 1928 the gov- 
ernment formally granted  per- 
mission to the LAB to have stamps 
printed for the collection of its 
fees; and on July 9th it authoriz- 
ed the company to place the 
stamps in use. The Sanabria cat-

Since these stamps were issued 
by a private company and not by 
a government they should not 
have been listed in the Scott cat- 
alogue. It is the policy of this 
publication to list only stamps is- 
sued by governments. For this 
reason such stamps as those is- 
sued by Condor in Brazil and 
SCADTA in Colombia are _ not 
listed. But it is now inconvenient 
to delete these Bolivian items be- 
cause spaces have been provided 
for them in the printed albums 
and they have been sold to collec- 
tors as governmental stamps.

Honduras Nos. CI-13 which were 
not issued by the government of 
Honduras but a Dr. T. C. Pounds 
under a tentative air mail con- 
tract. The status of these items is 
now truthfully shown by the San- 
abria catalogue and the publish- 
ers of this catalogue deserve much 
praise for their frank admission 
of this fact. 

The Scott company couid cor- 
rect the inconsistency by broad- 
ening its policy and listing the 
other stamps issued by private 
companies under’ contract. But 
this is also inconvenient and will 
not be done-—Latin American 
Unit, American Philatelic Society.

On Roosevelt Memorial 
Stamps Yet Available 


Altho there has been some rum- 
or that the 2c stamp for the 
Roosevelt Memorial series may be 
replaced by that of another value, 
due to the fact that we have prac- 
titcally no need for a 2c postage 
stamp, no announcement of this 
change has been made up to the 
time we go to press with this is- 
sue.
